Jmportant taet inferrible, aud that is, tiat the

Tuey countrol matters just as much us the
Pracorian guards eoutrotled the Romanp Sen-
ate, The ward aud city committees ure
luregely recraited from the lower wards,
The power of the oflicials of the Internal
Revenue Depariment is immense, aud ex-
tends toevery hwnlet in the State, Lis power
I= far greater than the power of the eustom-
house.

toor of the entry., He got up, however,
without aid. and seemed to have received no
irjury except a few slight bruises, though
lis right band was a little lamed.

i Mr. H. and mrvself called on him two
days after, aud while telling us the ¢ircums-
stunce of the full he mentioned this coiaci-
dence. He had a letter in bis band, which
he had just received from his son Heory,
living at Konsas City. His son wrote: ¢ Are
you well; for lust night I had a dream that
troubles me. I heard a crash, and, standing
up, said to my wife, **Did you hear thut
ecrash? I dreamed that futher bad a full
and was dead.” I got up and looked at my
watch, aod it was 2 o’clock. T could not
gleep again, so vivid was the dream,’ sud it
mude Lim anxious to hear from home,

“The Bisbop said be was not supersti-
tious, but he thought it remarkable that
Heory shou!d hauve bad the dream at the
very hour of the same night on which the ae-
cident oceurrcd.  The difference in the time
there and bere is just fifteen minutes, and it
was 2.15 by his walch, making it al the same
moument, It was as il he had actually heard
the fall. Aud the fall finally caused the
Bishop’s death, His hand became iatensely
painful, aud gengrepe set in, which, after two
weeks of sullering, terminated his life, We
are noue of us spirituulists, as you know,
but surely facts like this must go far to make
us reslize that there is s basis of truth for
their bypothesis of spiritual fuculties resi-
dent in msn. How did this Henry Lee. be-

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OHIQ CITIES LOOKING TO POUND GAP V/4A
NARROW-GAUGE RAILROADS.

Major Charles G, Dandridge, the writer of
the-fetter we copy below, is a young Virgin-
jan of very decided geoius and acquire-
ments, He has been engaged upon several
important railways, among them the Ches-
apeake and Ohio, and made the survey for
tbe extension of that road from Huntington
to Cincinnati. We invite attention to this
letter as furnishing interesting facts concern-
jog the mineral wealth of Southwest Yir-
ginia:

Dear Sir,—From my personal knowledge I
regard the district lying nortb of the Clinch
river and south of the Cumberland range,
embracing portions of Buchanan, the whole
of Wise, and the northwestern part of
Seott counties, as the richest in minerals,
particularly coal and iron ore of the
finest quality, thut I have ever examined.
\WWise county has throughout from five to
seven veins of eannel and splint eoal vary-
ingz in thickness frem four to eight feet, The
splint is of the purest variety, giving only
about six parts of one per cent. of sulphur,
and capable of smelting without coking
the hardest ores with adwmirable economy.
The ores are the brown, red, and gray hema-
tites generally, with oceasional heavy de-
posits of the dyestone ore (a pure and ex-
ceedingly valuable and searce variety of red

particolarly on Black, Guest's, and Powell’s
me-untuins, and their subsiding spars,

The soil of the district north of the Clineh
and porthwest of Scott and Lee counties s
not ¢f value, except in some ol the yallevs
of the larger streams.

ricultural couuties of Lee, Scott, Russell,
apd Washington, adjoining, wiil at all times
atford cheap and ample supplies of the pro-
uuctions which Wise cannot give to her
wanutictories; and ber geogruphical posi-
tien would give ample and  protitable mar-
kets south, west, and north eould a line of
roud conneeting the northern and southern
systems passing through Lier territory be ac-
complizhed. i

In this connection 1 canuot say too mueh
for the werits of Lhe line, now being con-
sidered by Riclmond und the southwestern
cotulies, uuddor the wanagement of General
Limboden, It successtully accomplished it
will nndoubtedly be one of the most import-
ant and the best payiog roads in Lhe State.
The Rentueky and Ohio people feel equally
the necessity of completing their partion of
the line porthwurd of the Comberland motun-
tains; and from my own intormation I o
sure they will act promptly whenever the
Virginia division promises to be an accom-
plisbed fact, No less than four charters are
now extant from different points on the Ohio
river to Pound gap, and all backed by earnest
business-men representing the commercinl
aud iron interests of Kentueky and Ohio.
